stands, one of the most impos- 
ing buildings in Wilmington, 

It had been a part of the 
Deacon James Thompson farm, 
which extended from the Tewks— 
bury line nearly to the Wild- 
cat Railroad, and a mill stood 
on Lubbers Brook, just above 
Glen Road, which Henry acquired 
when he bought the land. 

After Henry died a man named 
Pickering bought the farm and 
continued to run the saw-mill 
The mill probably stopped op- 
erations about 1890, but was 
still standing after the 
of the century. 

The boundary of the farm, as 
Henry had it, was what is now 
Miller Road, and the Mill Pond 
took up all of the area behind 
the Silver Lake Pharmacy and 
up to Main Street. 

About 1900 a family named: 
Friend lived at the farm, 
which was still an ordinary 
farmhouse and barn, with a 
"Carriage Shed" adjacent. 

It was in 1907 that Pop 
Neilson (an uncle of the pub- 
lisher) bought the farm, for 
the sum of $2500, a very dar- 
ing venture in finance at the 
time, as the country was in a 
depression. 

"Pop" was at the time a far- 
mer on Chestnut Street, where 
Dean Swan lives now, and owned 
all the land where Hillside 
Way is today. His son Eddie 
was the part-time janitor of 
the new South School, now the 
Wilmington Skating Club house, 
and it was Eddie who inspired 
his father to buy the farm. 

Pop, born in Vestervig, Den- 
mark, together with his wife 
Anna, converted the farm into 
a summer boarding house. 

A large addition was built 
in back, and a large dining 
room out to the westward of 
the house. 

Instead of a simply Yankee 
farmhouse it became a home 
with dozens of rooms, and one 
that was the center of much 
activity, both in summer and 
in winter. 

A large porch was built, 
which all summer long was 
loaded with rocking chairs, 
and plenty of rockers. There 
was a tennis court, and the 
Carriage House became a place 
for Saturday evening dances, 
with 20 or 30 couples in at- 
tendance- 

Pop became an acknowledged 
character, and leader of the 
community. He was a volunteer 
policeman and fireman, a4 good 
Granger, and, with his twink-

ling eyes, ruddy cheeks and 
oversized mustache he would 
have been a good subject for a 
painter of the Dutch school of 
the 17th century. 

In those days, before World 
War I, there was street car 
service with Boston, right up 
to Silver Lake- Friends of the 
summer guests would come out 
for dinner, and it wasn't at 
all extraordinary to serve 100 
people for dinner, with Ma 
Neilson and her three daugh- 
ters doing the cooking and 
serving. 

Most of the vegetables came 
right from the farm, but Ma 
wasn't above opening a can or 
two of peas, to mix with the 
home grown variety, when there 
were extra guests.” 

Pop made out well, on his 
farm. A Catholic church mis- 
sion was opened in Thompson's 
Grove, where St. Dorothy's is 
today, and after Sunday Mass 
Pop's barn would be filled 
with people buying vegetables 
for their Sunday dinner. 

And, although everyone mar- 
veled at the way Pop kept on 
going, with his ten acres of 
vegetables, 20 cows, and se- 
veral horses, no one ever bo- 
thered to count the windows. 

For those windows, in them- 
selves, have a story to tell. 

Imagine, if you will, a lady 
and her three daughters keep- 
ing house for forty or fifty 
guests,and serving one hundred 
at Sunday dinner, - and also 
washing 56 windows,in addition 
to the other tasks. 

It must have been quite a 
rigorous life for the distaff 
side of the family, in those 
days before electric dish-wash 
ing machines and such aids. 

The summer boarding house 
business died ont at the be- 
ginning of the depression, or 
a few years earlier, with the 
daughters marr iedand gone 
elsewhere. gne of them, living 
in California, sent a postcard 
addressed to "Pop, Wilmington 
Mass". It was delivered. 

Pop died about 1937, and the 
old farm was sold. 

It is now the property of 
Mrs John Joyce, and her son 
Cornelius, also known as Neal. 

Mrs Joyce keeps it very 


nicely, and every Christmas 
she puts one candle in each 
window - 56 candles. 


It is still one of the nicer 
sights in the Town of Wilming- 
ton, especially on Christmas 
Eve.

As Americans, we are deeply concerned about the 
dangers of socialized medicine. And we are not cry- 
ing "wolf" when we apply that term to the King-An- 
derson Bill now before Congress. 

The bill, if enacted, would provide limited Fed- 
eral health tare benefits for those over 65 eligible 
for social security. It would require the patient to 
pay $10 a day for the first nine days of hospitaliza- 
tion, with a minimum of $20, and $20 for each com- 
plete diagnostic study. 

It would be compulsory . . . covering everyone 
eligible for social security (regardless of need), and 
compelling every wage-earner and employer to pay 
the bill through increased taxes. 

It would lower the quality of medical care . . . 
with Government controlling standards of practice 
and limiting free choice of hospital and physician. 
Personal health problems would become a matter of 
Government record. 

It would be staggeringly expensive . . . with a 
double increase on payroll taxes—more payroll de- 
ductions through a greater percentage of tax and a 
higher base on which to deduct. Passage of the bill, 
plus social security tax increases already scheduled 
would mean that by next year a wage-earner making 
$5,200 a year would pay 40% more tax than he paid 
in 1961. 

It is inequitable . . . compelling young wage- 
earners to pay higher payroll taxes to provide medical 
care for millions of the well-to-do and self-reliant, yet 
not providing any care for the 2.5 million not covered 
by social security—the group most in need.
